New York, Sept. 10 —E. J. Knhn, 


Jr., one of the rapturous writers 
in tho concert of propaganda to re- 
habilitate Frank Sinatra's artifici- 
al reputation, may in this instance 
be an inferior reoorter for all his 
seeming thoroughness, and 
au- 


thority. Kahn professes to 
have 


made a competent study 
of his 
subject, but nowhere in his eulogies 
does he report that Frank Sinatra 
was arrested on Nov. 
20, 1928, 
charged with a sexual offense. He 
does tell us that Sinatra's income 
is somewhat more or less than a 
million dollars a year, but of which, 
it might be noted, he could distri- 
bute, say, $500,000 as a deductible 
business expense to- stimulate fa 
vorable publicity and to suppress 
unfavoralsle 'information. 


Kahri writes also that some of 
Sinatra's public earnestly believe 
that his birthday is second in im- 
portance to only 
that 
of Jesus 
Christ. 


Sinatra's publicity has been a 


phenomenon of propaganda. Almost 
all 'of it since his involvement in 
two unpleasant episodes last win- 
ter has been complimentary. And 
most of it has been absolutely gra- 
tuitous, unjustified by and city desk 
news, standard. Doubtless much of 
it has been free propaganda in the 
nature—of- public mash-notes from 
idelogians of the far left who have 
thus repaid Sinatra for his preten 
.tious "services" to some of their 
political projects. 


Mr. Kahn did his praiseful es- 
says originally for the New Yorker, 
but he got a lot of other mileage 
out of his stories. Much of the same 
material has later 
appeared 
in 


book, form, in a digest publication 
and in one of the weekly picutre- 
books. 


.Nevertheless, this noted authori- 


ty on Sinatra failed to tell us that 
on Nov. 26. 1938, in the criminal 
judicial district court of Bergan 
Co., N. J., Frank Sinatra, of Ho- 
boken, was charged with seducing, 
on a promise to marry, a young 
woman "of good repute for .chasti- 
ty, whereby she became pregnant '' 
Sinatra was released on ?1,500 bail 
provided by the Peeless Casually 
Co., 
of Hackensack, and the com- 


plaint was withdrawn on Dec. 7. 
Two weeks latet Sinatra was 
ar- 
rested agin, charged, 
this 
time, 


with audultery with the same girl, 
now described as a married wom- 
an. This case was referred to the 
grand jury, which found no bill. It 
was then dismissed. 


Sinatra was about 22 years old 
at the time. This age conflicts with 
he accounts of his propagandists, 
JUt.it is consistent with the age 
which he stated on the official pas- 
senger list of the Pan - American 
Airways last Feb. 11, when he flew 
"rom Miami to Havana 
with the 
Fischetti Brothers, Joe and Rocco, 
of Chicago. Sinatra was not merely 
a passenger on the 
same 
plane 
with the Fischettis. He was 
with 
them. . 


The Fischettis are related to the 
-aponcs and have many interests 
n common with the Capone gang. 
On this passenger-list, Sinatra's age 
is givep as 30. He was not famous 
or wealthy in 1Q38 so the sugges 
'ion of blackmail is not as persua- 
sive 'as it might bo had the trou- 
ble with the girl occurred in the 
nineteen forties, 


Mr. Kahn is only one -of many 
writers, including night club, radio 
and movie columnists of New York 
and Hollywood, who have mini- 
mized incidents of Sinatra's career 
which other persons might have 
viewed with severity. Dozens 
of 


these "interpreters." and. propagan- 
dists purport to be authorities on 
the personal histories of all such 
"celebrities." Many of them draw 
outlandish salaries as "reporters." 
But not one of them has ever re- 
ported this episode, the most dra- 
matic in Sinatra's life. 


Mr. Kahn concedes 
that Sinatra 


lias "several friends who, while not 
precisely desneradoes, arc 
fairly 


rough-and-tumble individuals." He 
quotes one of Sinatra's friends as 
saying that such persons "are al 
ways looking out to see that noth 
ing Happens to 
Frankie 
and 
it 


makes him happy to think they're 
tojgh hombres." We are not told 
why they should 
apprehend 
that 


anything might "happen to" a de- 
cent man, keeping good company. 


Again, Kahn says: "He is often 


surrounded by a strolling wall of 
self-appointed guardians," and "he 
dopsn't have any official bodyguard 
now, 
but he has had them.1' 


When Sinatra slugged Leo Mor- 


timer, the New York theatrical re- 
porter, in Giro's, 
in Hollywood, 


without warning, striking him from 
the side or from behind, Mortimer 
said "Sinatra and three men jump- 
ed 
me." 


Now, 
touching Sinatra's 
relaxa- 


tion with Luciano, the fischettis and 
others, in Havana, Kahn writers: 
"One of his acquaintances this past 
year has been a Chicagoan named 
Joe Fischetti. 


He was a man of unsullied repu- 


lation himself, but a member of a 
family not unfamiliar with the due 
processes of the 
law. 
It 
was 


through relatives of Fischetti's that 
Sinatra, while vacationing in Cuba, 
was ind.iced to shake hands with 
Lucky Luciano.' 


That is Kahn's version. He stands 
on it. 


But one of Sinatra's own group 


has referred to a wild party in 
which the idol of innocent Ameri- 
can girlhood took part in the Ho- 
tel Naciunal in Havana as "That 
Debauch". Among those 
present 
were Sinatra, Luciano, the Fischet- 
tis, a Chicago journalist of the night 
club and underworld run 
and 
a 


170 pound team, the line hits 173 
oounds and the backs average 105, 
probably one of the heaviest high 
school teams in this section. 


Hope will have a team average 


of 102 pounds, the lino climbs to 
103 and the back average 101.

New York, Sept. 10 —E. J. Knhn, 


Jr., one of the rapturous writers 
in tho concert of propaganda to re- 
habilitate Frank Sinatra's artifici- 
al reputation, may in this instance 
be an inferior reoorter for all his 
seeming thoroughness, and 
au- 


thority. Kahn professes to 
have 


made a competent study 
of his 
subject, but nowhere in his eulogies 
does he report that Frank Sinatra 
was arrested on Nov. 
20, 1928, 
charged with a sexual offense. He 
does tell us that Sinatra's income 
is somewhat more or less than a 
million dollars a year, but of which, 
it might be noted, he could distri- 
bute, say, $500,000 as a deductible 
business expense to- stimulate fa 
vorable publicity and to suppress 
unfavoralsle 'information. 


Kahri writes also that some of 
Sinatra's public earnestly believe 
that his birthday is second in im- 
portance to only 
that 
of Jesus 
Christ. 


Sinatra's publicity has been a 


phenomenon of propaganda. Almost 
all 'of it since his involvement in 
two unpleasant episodes last win- 
ter has been complimentary. And 
most of it has been absolutely gra- 
tuitous, unjustified by and city desk 
news, standard. Doubtless much of 
it has been free propaganda in the 
nature—of- public mash-notes from 
idelogians of the far left who have 
thus repaid Sinatra for his preten 
.tious "services" to some of their 
political projects. 


Mr. Kahn did his praiseful es- 
says originally for the New Yorker, 
but he got a lot of other mileage 
out of his stories. Much of the same 
material has later 
appeared 
in 


book, form, in a digest publication 
and in one of the weekly picutre- 
books. 


.Nevertheless, this noted authori- 


ty on Sinatra failed to tell us that 
on Nov. 26. 1938, in the criminal 
judicial district court of Bergan 
Co., N. J., Frank Sinatra, of Ho- 
boken, was charged with seducing, 
on a promise to marry, a young 
woman "of good repute for .chasti- 
ty, whereby she became pregnant '' 
Sinatra was released on ?1,500 bail 
provided by the Peeless Casually 
Co., 
of Hackensack, and the com- 


plaint was withdrawn on Dec. 7. 
Two weeks latet Sinatra was 
ar- 
rested agin, charged, 
this 
time, 


with audultery with the same girl, 
now described as a married wom- 
an. This case was referred to the 
grand jury, which found no bill. It 
was then dismissed. 


Sinatra was about 22 years old 
at the time. This age conflicts with 
he accounts of his propagandists, 
JUt.it is consistent with the age 
which he stated on the official pas- 
senger list of the Pan - American 
Airways last Feb. 11, when he flew 
"rom Miami to Havana 
with the 
Fischetti Brothers, Joe and Rocco, 
of Chicago. Sinatra was not merely 
a passenger on the 
same 
plane 
with the Fischettis. He was 
with 
them. . 


The Fischettis are related to the 
-aponcs and have many interests 
n common with the Capone gang. 
On this passenger-list, Sinatra's age 
is givep as 30. He was not famous 
or wealthy in 1Q38 so the sugges 
'ion of blackmail is not as persua- 
sive 'as it might bo had the trou- 
ble with the girl occurred in the 
nineteen forties, 


Mr. Kahn is only one -of many 
writers, including night club, radio 
and movie columnists of New York 
and Hollywood, who have mini- 
mized incidents of Sinatra's career 
which other persons might have 
viewed with severity. Dozens 
of 


these "interpreters." and. propagan- 
dists purport to be authorities on 
the personal histories of all such 
"celebrities." Many of them draw 
outlandish salaries as "reporters." 
But not one of them has ever re- 
ported this episode, the most dra- 
matic in Sinatra's life. 


Mr. Kahn concedes 
that Sinatra 


lias "several friends who, while not 
precisely desneradoes, arc 
fairly 


rough-and-tumble individuals." He 
quotes one of Sinatra's friends as 
saying that such persons "are al 
ways looking out to see that noth 
ing Happens to 
Frankie 
and 
it 


makes him happy to think they're 
tojgh hombres." We are not told 
why they should 
apprehend 
that 


anything might "happen to" a de- 
cent man, keeping good company. 


Again, Kahn says: "He is often 


surrounded by a strolling wall of 
self-appointed guardians," and "he 
dopsn't have any official bodyguard 
now, 
but he has had them.1' 


When Sinatra slugged Leo Mor- 


timer, the New York theatrical re- 
porter, in Giro's, 
in Hollywood, 


without warning, striking him from 
the side or from behind, Mortimer 
said "Sinatra and three men jump- 
ed 
me." 


Now, 
touching Sinatra's 
relaxa- 


tion with Luciano, the fischettis and 
others, in Havana, Kahn writers: 
"One of his acquaintances this past 
year has been a Chicagoan named 
Joe Fischetti. 


He was a man of unsullied repu- 


lation himself, but a member of a 
family not unfamiliar with the due 
processes of the 
law. 
It 
was 


through relatives of Fischetti's that 
Sinatra, while vacationing in Cuba, 
was ind.iced to shake hands with 
Lucky Luciano.' 


That is Kahn's version. He stands 
on it. 


But one of Sinatra's own group 


has referred to a wild party in 
which the idol of innocent Ameri- 
can girlhood took part in the Ho- 
tel Naciunal in Havana as "That 
Debauch". Among those 
present 
were Sinatra, Luciano, the Fischet- 
tis, a Chicago journalist of the night 
club and underworld run 
and 
a 


170 pound team, the line hits 173 
oounds and the backs average 105, 
probably one of the heaviest high 
school teams in this section.

New York, Sept. 10 —E. J. Knhn, 


Jr., one of the rapturous writers 
in tho concert of propaganda to re- 
habilitate Frank Sinatra's artifici- 
al reputation, may in this instance 
be an inferior reoorter for all his 
seeming thoroughness, and 
au- 


thority. Kahn professes to 
have 


made a competent study 
of his 
subject, but nowhere in his eulogies 
does he report that Frank Sinatra 
was arrested on Nov. 
20, 1928, 
charged with a sexual offense. He 
does tell us that Sinatra's income 
is somewhat more or less than a 
million dollars a year, but of which, 
it might be noted, he could distri- 
bute, say, $500,000 as a deductible 
business expense to- stimulate fa 
vorable publicity and to suppress 
unfavoralsle 'information. 


Kahri writes also that some of 
Sinatra's public earnestly believe 
that his birthday is second in im- 
portance to only 
that 
of Jesus 
Christ. 


Sinatra's publicity has been a 


phenomenon of propaganda. Almost 
all 'of it since his involvement in 
two unpleasant episodes last win- 
ter has been complimentary. And 
most of it has been absolutely gra- 
tuitous, unjustified by and city desk 
news, standard. Doubtless much of 
it has been free propaganda in the 
nature—of- public mash-notes from 
idelogians of the far left who have 
thus repaid Sinatra for his preten 
.tious "services" to some of their 
political projects. 


Mr. Kahn did his praiseful es- 
says originally for the New Yorker, 
but he got a lot of other mileage 
out of his stories. Much of the same 
material has later 
appeared 
in 


book, form, in a digest publication 
and in one of the weekly picutre- 
books. 


.Nevertheless, this noted authori- 


ty on Sinatra failed to tell us that 
on Nov. 26. 1938, in the criminal 
judicial district court of Bergan 
Co., N. J., Frank Sinatra, of Ho- 
boken, was charged with seducing, 
on a promise to marry, a young 
woman "of good repute for .chasti- 
ty, whereby she became pregnant '' 
Sinatra was released on ?1,500 bail 
provided by the Peeless Casually 
Co., 
of Hackensack, and the com- 


plaint was withdrawn on Dec. 7. 
Two weeks latet Sinatra was 
ar- 
rested agin, charged, 
this 
time, 


with audultery with the same girl, 
now described as a married wom- 
an. This case was referred to the 
grand jury, which found no bill. It 
was then dismissed. 


Sinatra was about 22 years old 
at the time. This age conflicts with 
he accounts of his propagandists, 
JUt.it is consistent with the age 
which he stated on the official pas- 
senger list of the Pan - American 
Airways last Feb. 11, when he flew 
"rom Miami to Havana 
with the 
Fischetti Brothers, Joe and Rocco, 
of Chicago. Sinatra was not merely 
a passenger on the 
same 
plane 
with the Fischettis. He was 
with 
them. . 


The Fischettis are related to the 
-aponcs and have many interests 
n common with the Capone gang. 
On this passenger-list, Sinatra's age 
is givep as 30. He was not famous 
or wealthy in 1Q38 so the sugges 
'ion of blackmail is not as persua- 
sive 'as it might bo had the trou- 
ble with the girl occurred in the 
nineteen forties, 


Mr. Kahn is only one -of many 
writers, including night club, radio 
and movie columnists of New York 
and Hollywood, who have mini- 
mized incidents of Sinatra's career 
which other persons might have 
viewed with severity. Dozens 
of 


these "interpreters." and. propagan- 
dists purport to be authorities on 
the personal histories of all such 
"celebrities." Many of them draw 
outlandish salaries as "reporters." 
But not one of them has ever re- 
ported this episode, the most dra- 
matic in Sinatra's life. 


Mr. Kahn concedes 
that Sinatra 


lias "several friends who, while not 
precisely desneradoes, arc 
fairly 


rough-and-tumble individuals." He 
quotes one of Sinatra's friends as 
saying that such persons "are al 
ways looking out to see that noth 
ing Happens to 
Frankie 
and 
it 


makes him happy to think they're 
tojgh hombres." We are not told 
why they should 
apprehend 
that 


anything might "happen to" a de- 
cent man, keeping good company. 


Again, Kahn says: "He is often 


surrounded by a strolling wall of 
self-appointed guardians," and "he 
dopsn't have any official bodyguard 
now, 
but he has had them.1' 


When Sinatra slugged Leo Mor- 


timer, the New York theatrical re- 
porter, in Giro's, 
in Hollywood, 


without warning, striking him from 
the side or from behind, Mortimer 
said "Sinatra and three men jump- 
ed 
me." 


Now, 
touching Sinatra's 
relaxa- 


tion with Luciano, the fischettis and 
others, in Havana, Kahn writers: 
"One of his acquaintances this past 
year has been a Chicagoan named 
Joe Fischetti. 


He was a man of unsullied repu- 


lation himself, but a member of a 
family not unfamiliar with the due 
processes of the 
law. 
It 
was 


through relatives of Fischetti's that 
Sinatra, while vacationing in Cuba, 
was ind.iced to shake hands with 
Lucky Luciano.' 


That is Kahn's version. He stands 
on it. 


But one of Sinatra's own group 


has referred to a wild party in 
which the idol of innocent Ameri- 
can girlhood took part in the Ho- 
tel Naciunal in Havana as "That 
Debauch". Among those 
present 
were Sinatra, Luciano, the Fischet- 
tis, a Chicago journalist of the night 
club and underworld run 
and 
a 


170 pound team, the line hits 173 
oounds and the backs average 105, 
probably one of the heaviest high 
school teams in this section. 


Hope will have a team average 


of 102 pounds, the lino climbs to 
103 and the back average 101. 


So if weights are any indication 


winner of Friday night's game 
will probably go to the team that 
las developed faster in practice 
sessions. 


Besides a weight advantage Ho- 


ratio has a new coach who is de- 
;ermined to put them in the win 
column and would like nothing bet- 
;er than to start with Hope. 


It promises to be a battle from 
start to finish and rain' or shine 
a large crowd is expected. •

New York, Sept. 10 —E. J. Knhn, 


Jr., one of the rapturous writers 
in tho concert of propaganda to re- 
habilitate Frank Sinatra's artifici- 
al reputation, may in this instance 
be an inferior reoorter for all his 
seeming thoroughness, and 
au- 


thority. Kahn professes to 
have 


made a competent study 
of his 
subject, but nowhere in his eulogies 
does he report that Frank Sinatra 
was arrested on Nov. 
20, 1928, 
charged with a sexual offense. He 
does tell us that Sinatra's income 
is somewhat more or less than a 
million dollars a year, but of which, 
it might be noted, he could distri- 
bute, say, $500,000 as a deductible 
business expense to- stimulate fa 
vorable publicity and to suppress 
unfavoralsle 'information. 


Kahri writes also that some of 
Sinatra's public earnestly believe 
that his birthday is second in im- 
portance to only 
that 
of Jesus 
Christ. 


Sinatra's publicity has been a 


phenomenon of propaganda. Almost 
all 'of it since his involvement in 
two unpleasant episodes last win- 
ter has been complimentary. And 
most of it has been absolutely gra- 
tuitous, unjustified by and city desk 
news, standard. Doubtless much of 
it has been free propaganda in the 
nature—of- public mash-notes from 
idelogians of the far left who have 
thus repaid Sinatra for his preten 
.tious "services" to some of their 
political projects. 


Mr. Kahn did his praiseful es- 
says originally for the New Yorker, 
but he got a lot of other mileage 
out of his stories. Much of the same 
material has later 
appeared 
in 


book, form, in a digest publication 
and in one of the weekly picutre- 
books. 


.Nevertheless, this noted authori- 


ty on Sinatra failed to tell us that 
on Nov. 26. 1938, in the criminal 
judicial district court of Bergan 
Co., N. J., Frank Sinatra, of Ho- 
boken, was charged with seducing, 
on a promise to marry, a young 
woman "of good repute for .chasti- 
ty, whereby she became pregnant '' 
Sinatra was released on ?1,500 bail 
provided by the Peeless Casually 
Co., 
of Hackensack, and the com- 


plaint was withdrawn on Dec. 7. 
Two weeks latet Sinatra was 
ar- 
rested agin, charged, 
this 
time, 


with audultery with the same girl, 
now described as a married wom- 
an. This case was referred to the 
grand jury, which found no bill. It 
was then dismissed. 


Sinatra was about 22 years old 
at the time. This age conflicts with 
he accounts of his propagandists, 
JUt.it is consistent with the age 
which he stated on the official pas- 
senger list of the Pan - American 
Airways last Feb. 11, when he flew 
"rom Miami to Havana 
with the 
Fischetti Brothers, Joe and Rocco, 
of Chicago. Sinatra was not merely 
a passenger on the 
same 
plane 
with the Fischettis. He was 
with 
them. . 


The Fischettis are related to the 
-aponcs and have many interests 
n common with the Capone gang. 
On this passenger-list, Sinatra's age 
is givep as 30. He was not famous 
or wealthy in 1Q38 so the sugges 
'ion of blackmail is not as persua- 
sive 'as it might bo had the trou- 
ble with the girl occurred in the 
nineteen forties, 


Mr. Kahn is only one -of many 
writers, including night club, radio 
and movie columnists of New York 
and Hollywood, who have mini- 
mized incidents of Sinatra's career 
which other persons might have 
viewed with severity. Dozens 
of 


these "interpreters." and. propagan- 
dists purport to be authorities on 
the personal histories of all such 
"celebrities." Many of them draw 
outlandish salaries as "reporters." 
But not one of them has ever re- 
ported this episode, the most dra- 
matic in Sinatra's life. 


Mr. Kahn concedes 
that Sinatra 


lias "several friends who, while not 
precisely desneradoes, arc 
fairly 


rough-and-tumble individuals." He 
quotes one of Sinatra's friends as 
saying that such persons "are al 
ways looking out to see that noth 
ing Happens to 
Frankie 
and 
it 


makes him happy to think they're 
tojgh hombres." We are not told 
why they should 
apprehend 
that 


anything might "happen to" a de- 
cent man, keeping good company. 


Again, Kahn says: "He is often 


surrounded by a strolling wall of 
self-appointed guardians," and "he 
dopsn't have any official bodyguard 
now, 
but he has had them.1' 


When Sinatra slugged Leo Mor- 


timer, the New York theatrical re- 
porter, in Giro's, 
in Hollywood, 


without warning, striking him from 
the side or from behind, Mortimer 
said "Sinatra and three men jump- 
ed 
me." 


Now, 
touching Sinatra's 
relaxa- 


tion with Luciano, the fischettis and 
others, in Havana, Kahn writers: 
"One of his acquaintances this past 
year has been a Chicagoan named 
Joe Fischetti. 


He was a man of unsullied repu- 


lation himself, but a member of a 
family not unfamiliar with the due 
processes of the 
law. 
It 
was 


through relatives of Fischetti's that 
Sinatra, while vacationing in Cuba, 
was ind.iced to shake hands with 
Lucky Luciano.' 


That is Kahn's version. He stands 
on it. 


But one of Sinatra's own group 


has referred to a wild party in 
which the idol of innocent Ameri- 
can girlhood took part in the Ho- 
tel Naciunal in Havana as "That 
Debauch". Among those 
present 
were Sinatra, Luciano, the Fischet- 
tis, a Chicago journalist of the night 
club and underworld run 
and 
a 


170 pound team, the line hits 173 
oounds and the backs average 105, 
probably one of the heaviest high 
school teams in this section.

New York, Sept. 10 —E. J. Knhn, 


Jr., one of the rapturous writers 
in tho concert of propaganda to re- 
habilitate Frank Sinatra's artifici- 
al reputation, may in this instance 
be an inferior reoorter for all his 
seeming thoroughness, and 
au- 


thority. Kahn professes to 
have 


made a competent study 
of his 
subject, but nowhere in his eulogies 
does he report that Frank Sinatra 
was arrested on Nov. 
20, 1928, 
charged with a sexual offense. He 
does tell us that Sinatra's income 
is somewhat more or less than a 
million dollars a year, but of which, 
it might be noted, he could distri- 
bute, say, $500,000 as a deductible 
business expense to- stimulate fa 
vorable publicity and to suppress 
unfavoralsle 'information. 


Kahri writes also that some of 
Sinatra's public earnestly believe 
that his birthday is second in im- 
portance to only 
that 
of Jesus 
Christ. 


Sinatra's publicity has been a 


phenomenon of propaganda. Almost 
all 'of it since his involvement in 
two unpleasant episodes last win- 
ter has been complimentary. And 
most of it has been absolutely gra- 
tuitous, unjustified by and city desk 
news, standard. Doubtless much of 
it has been free propaganda in the 
nature—of- public mash-notes from 
idelogians of the far left who have 
thus repaid Sinatra for his preten 
.tious "services" to some of their 
political projects. 


Mr. Kahn did his praiseful es- 
says originally for the New Yorker, 
but he got a lot of other mileage 
out of his stories. Much of the same 
material has later 
appeared 
in 


book, form, in a digest publication 
and in one of the weekly picutre- 
books.

1938, in the criminal 
judicial district court of Bergan 
Co., N. J., Frank Sinatra, of Ho- 
boken, was charged with seducing, 
on a promise to marry, a young 
woman "of good repute for .chasti- 
ty, whereby she became pregnant '' 
Sinatra was released on ?1,500 bail 
provided by the Peeless Casually 
Co., 
of Hackensack, and the com- 


plaint was withdrawn on Dec. 7. 
Two weeks latet Sinatra was 
ar- 
rested agin, charged, 
this 
time, 


with audultery with the same girl, 
now described as a married wom- 
an. This case was referred to the 
grand jury, which found no bill.

Sinatra was about 22 years old 
at the time. This age conflicts with 
he accounts of his propagandists, 
JUt.it is consistent with the age 
which he stated on the official pas- 
senger list of the Pan - American 
Airways last Feb. 11, when he flew 
"rom Miami to Havana 
with the 
Fischetti Brothers, Joe and Rocco, 
of Chicago. Sinatra was not merely 
a passenger on the 
same 
plane 
with the Fischettis. He was 
with 
them. . 


The Fischettis are related to the 
-aponcs and have many interests 
n common with the Capone gang. 
On this passenger-list, Sinatra's age 
is givep as 30. He was not famous 
or wealthy in 1Q38 so the sugges 
'ion of blackmail is not as persua- 
sive 'as it might bo had the trou- 
ble with the girl occurred in the 
nineteen forties, 


Mr. Kahn is only one -of many 
writers, including night club, radio 
and movie columnists of New York 
and Hollywood, who have mini- 
mized incidents of Sinatra's career 
which other persons might have 
viewed with severity. Dozens 
of 


these "interpreters." and. propagan- 
dists purport to be authorities on 
the personal histories of all such 
"celebrities." Many of them draw 
outlandish salaries as "reporters." 
But not one of them has ever re- 
ported this episode, the most dra- 
matic in Sinatra's life. 


Mr. Kahn concedes 
that Sinatra 


lias "several friends who, while not 
precisely desneradoes, arc 
fairly 


rough-and-tumble individuals." He 
quotes one of Sinatra's friends as 
saying that such persons "are al 
ways looking out to see that noth 
ing Happens to 
Frankie 
and 
it 


makes him happy to think they're 
tojgh hombres." We are not told 
why they should 
apprehend 
that 


anything might "happen to" a de- 
cent man, keeping good company. 


Again, Kahn says: "He is often 


surrounded by a strolling wall of 
self-appointed guardians," and "he 
dopsn't have any official bodyguard 
now, 
but he has had them.1' 


When Sinatra slugged Leo Mor- 


timer, the New York theatrical re- 
porter, in Giro's, 
in Hollywood, 


without warning, striking him from 
the side or from behind, Mortimer 
said "Sinatra and three men jump- 
ed 
me." 


Now, 
touching Sinatra's 
relaxa- 


tion with Luciano, the fischettis and 
others, in Havana, Kahn writers: 
"One of his acquaintances this past 
year has been a Chicagoan named 
Joe Fischetti. 


He was a man of unsullied repu- 


lation himself, but a member of a 
family not unfamiliar with the due 
processes of the 
law. 
It 
was 


through relatives of Fischetti's that 
Sinatra, while vacationing in Cuba, 
was ind.iced to shake hands with 
Lucky Luciano.' 


That is Kahn's version. He stands 
on it. 


But one of Sinatra's own group 


has referred to a wild party in 
which the idol of innocent Ameri- 
can girlhood took part in the Ho- 
tel Naciunal in Havana as "That 
Debauch". Among those 
present 
were Sinatra, Luciano, the Fischet- 
tis, a Chicago journalist of the night 
club and underworld run 
and 
a

New York, Sept. 10 —E. J. Knhn, 


Jr., one of the rapturous writers 
in tho concert of propaganda to re- 
habilitate Frank Sinatra's artifici- 
al reputation, may in this instance 
be an inferior reoorter for all his 
seeming thoroughness, and 
au- 


thority. Kahn professes to 
have 


made a competent study 
of his 
subject, but nowhere in his eulogies 
does he report that Frank Sinatra 
was arrested on Nov. 
20, 1928, 
charged with a sexual offense. He 
does tell us that Sinatra's income 
is somewhat more or less than a 
million dollars a year, but of which, 
it might be noted, he could distri- 
bute, say, $500,000 as a deductible 
business expense to- stimulate fa 
vorable publicity and to suppress 
unfavoralsle 'information. 


Kahri writes also that some of 
Sinatra's public earnestly believe 
that his birthday is second in im- 
portance to only 
that 
of Jesus 
Christ. 


Sinatra's publicity has been a 


phenomenon of propaganda. Almost 
all 'of it since his involvement in 
two unpleasant episodes last win- 
ter has been complimentary. And 
most of it has been absolutely gra- 
tuitous, unjustified by and city desk 
news, standard. Doubtless much of 
it has been free propaganda in the 
nature—of- public mash-notes from 
idelogians of the far left who have 
thus repaid Sinatra for his preten 
.tious "services" to some of their 
political projects. 


Mr. Kahn did his praiseful es- 
says originally for the New Yorker, 
but he got a lot of other mileage 
out of his stories. Much of the same 
material has later 
appeared 
in 


book, form, in a digest publication 
and in one of the weekly picutre- 
books. 


.Nevertheless, this noted authori- 


ty on Sinatra failed to tell us that 
on Nov. 26. 1938, in the criminal 
judicial district court of Bergan 
Co., N. J., Frank Sinatra, of Ho- 
boken, was charged with seducing, 
on a promise to marry, a young 
woman "of good repute for .chasti- 
ty, whereby she became pregnant '' 
Sinatra was released on ?1,500 bail 
provided by the Peeless Casually 
Co., 
of Hackensack, and the com- 


plaint was withdrawn on Dec. 7. 
Two weeks latet Sinatra was 
ar- 
rested agin, charged, 
this 
time, 


with audultery with the same girl, 
now described as a married wom- 
an. This case was referred to the 
grand jury, which found no bill. It 
was then dismissed. 


Sinatra was about 22 years old 
at the time. This age conflicts with 
he accounts of his propagandists, 
JUt.it is consistent with the age 
which he stated on the official pas- 
senger list of the Pan - American 
Airways last Feb. 11, when he flew 
"rom Miami to Havana 
with the 
Fischetti Brothers, Joe and Rocco, 
of Chicago. Sinatra was not merely 
a passenger on the 
same 
plane 
with the Fischettis. He was 
with 
them. . 


The Fischettis are related to the 
-aponcs and have many interests 
n common with the Capone gang. 
On this passenger-list, Sinatra's age 
is givep as 30. He was not famous 
or wealthy in 1Q38 so the sugges 
'ion of blackmail is not as persua- 
sive 'as it might bo had the trou- 
ble with the girl occurred in the 
nineteen forties, 


Mr. Kahn is only one -of many 
writers, including night club, radio 
and movie columnists of New York 
and Hollywood, who have mini- 
mized incidents of Sinatra's career 
which other persons might have 
viewed with severity. Dozens 
of 


these "interpreters." and. propagan- 
dists purport to be authorities on 
the personal histories of all such 
"celebrities." Many of them draw 
outlandish salaries as "reporters." 
But not one of them has ever re- 
ported this episode, the most dra- 
matic in Sinatra's life. 


Mr. Kahn concedes 
that Sinatra 


lias "several friends who, while not 
precisely desneradoes, arc 
fairly 


rough-and-tumble individuals." He 
quotes one of Sinatra's friends as 
saying that such persons "are al 
ways looking out to see that noth 
ing Happens to 
Frankie 
and 
it 


makes him happy to think they're 
tojgh hombres." We are not told 
why they should 
apprehend 
that 


anything might "happen to" a de- 
cent man, keeping good company. 


Again, Kahn says: "He is often 


surrounded by a strolling wall of 
self-appointed guardians," and "he 
dopsn't have any official bodyguard 
now, 
but he has had them.1' 


When Sinatra slugged Leo Mor- 


timer, the New York theatrical re- 
porter, in Giro's, 
in Hollywood, 


without warning, striking him from 
the side or from behind, Mortimer 
said "Sinatra and three men jump- 
ed 
me." 


Now, 
touching Sinatra's 
relaxa- 


tion with Luciano, the fischettis and 
others, in Havana, Kahn writers: 
"One of his acquaintances this past 
year has been a Chicagoan named 
Joe Fischetti. 


He was a man of unsullied repu- 


lation himself, but a member of a 
family not unfamiliar with the due 
processes of the 
law. 
It 
was 


through relatives of Fischetti's that 
Sinatra, while vacationing in Cuba, 
was ind.iced to shake hands with 
Lucky Luciano.' 


That is Kahn's version. He stands 
on it. 


But one of Sinatra's own group 


has referred to a wild party in 
which the idol of innocent Ameri- 
can girlhood took part in the Ho- 
tel Naciunal in Havana as "That 
Debauch". Among those 
present 
were Sinatra, Luciano, the Fischet- 
tis, a Chicago journalist of the night 
club and underworld run 
and 
a 


170 pound team, the line hits 173 
oounds and the backs average 105, 
probably one of the heaviest high 
school teams in this section. 


Hope will have a team average 


of 102 pounds, the lino climbs to 
103 and the back average 101.

Rocco is named in the passenger 


list just above Sinatra and is with 
him in the candid movie shot. In 
Chicago, all three Fischettis live to- 
gether. Joe and Charlie professed 
to be antique dealers, but Joe, in 
official government papers, gave 
Ins occupation as "wagering." Roc- 
co ^said he was "a gambler." 


The narcotics bureau interviewed 


all three Fischettis of official busi- 
ness.

pany, described the airplane as a 
"radical new experimental bomgcr 
design" with

sweplback 


wings and lail surfaces. 


The announcement said the XB-

ed in pairs under the inboard sec- 
tions of the wing and

mounted out near each wing tip. 


Experts familiar with planning 


of the XB-47 said blueprints pro- 
vided for two rocket motors near 
tha tail to be used for emergency 
bursts of power. This would be the 
first combat-type aircraft with such 
equipment. 


The air forces gave no hint of the 


expected speed, but the designers 
carried streamlining to the maxi- 
mum degree.

from causing air turbulence 
and 


drag in the otherwise sleek lines 
of the bomber. The speed record 
now is held by a Navy jet fighter 
at C.'iO.G miles per hour.
